Al  i;.\  II  KK  of  iiupiuvciiieiUs  in  the  South  is  tin-  many  niw  numii:i|>:il  l)iiikliii);s  that  have  bi-tn  creeled,  are 
uiuler  contract,  or  m  contemplation.  Considerable  attention  is  k'^'c'i  to  the  introdnctioii  of  progressive  ideas  in 
ihese  structures,  and  as  a  result  there  is  to  lie  seen  many  pleasing  examples  of  Architecture  in  this  direction.

SOME  FACTS. 

Heavy  excavations  should  not  be  made  during  July  and  Au.y;ust  in  our  soutliern  climate. 

Lay  foundations  with  cement  mortar.     In  freezing  weather  keep  the  brick  dry;  in  hot  weather  wet  tlieni. 

All  Hoors  should  be  double.  The  rough  floor  in  frame  buildings  should  extend  tu  siding  and  will  make  a  \'ery 
good  fire-stop,  as  this  will  catch  falling  mortar  from  the  plastering. 

Make  wide  verandas,  and  avoid  using  sap    flooring. 

A\'oid  openings  to  attic  or  resting  places  for  birds  at  the  cornice  line. 

Do  not  lay  wood  shingles  in  lead  paint;  it  rots  them. 

Use  only  dry  lumber  for  finish,  and  avoid  using  green  lumber  in  the  frame. 

Attics  should  be  well  ventilated  to  carry  out  the  heated  air  between  ceiling  and  roof. 

Chimneys  should  be  built  from  the  ground.  Make  walls  of  flues  not  less  than  S  inches  thick;  flues  for  stove,  S 
inches  square;  flue  for  fireplace  njt  less  than  8x12  inches. 

Two-thirds  of  tlie  fires  are  caused  by  defeclixe  flues  ;ind  4-incli  walls.  Chimney  tops  should  be  laid  in  cement 
mortar. 

Hearths   for  fireplaces  should   he  laid    in   cement  mortar  in  order  to  prevent  rats  and   mice   from   undermining   them- 

Avoid   carpet  strips   between  connecting  doors.     They  are  troul^lesome  to  the  housekeeper. 

See  that   your  gas   or  electric  outlets  are   located   to  be  convenient,   and   in   the   |)laces   most   needed. 

See  that  proper  spaces  are  provided  for  beds,  bureaus,   buftets,  etc. 

Doors  should  not  open  into  closets  or  hallways. 

Doors  to  buildings  where  large  gatherings  are  held  should  open  outside. 

Locate  dining-room  according  to  prevailing  breeze  in  summer. 

Closets,  moth-proof,  can  l)e  had  by  using  cedar  ceiling. 

Provide  jiicture  moulding.     This  saves  the  damage  to  plastering. 

Staircases  should  be  wide,  well  lighted,  and   have  wide  step  with  easy  rise;  S'/z   inches  is  good   heigh'. 

Avoid  winding  stairways,  especially  in  public  buildings. 

When  you  have  decided  to  build,  considt  .1  first-class  Architect,  who  should  be  a  master  builder.
